In collections centuries old. to be 
seen in both China and Japan, are 
specimens of the most remarkable 
drawings in the world—pictures of all 
kinds drawn with the thumb-nail. The 
nails of the thumb on the /e/t hand of 
these peculiar artists are allowed to 
grow to an enormous length, sometimes 
toa foot or eighteen inches, and are 
then pared down to @ pen-shaped point. 
Dipping this oddly-constructed pen in 
beautiful vermillion or sky-blue ink, 
the only kinds of ink used in these 
“sacred” thumb-nail drawings, the 
artist gracefully outlines his work. Oc- 
casionally the bold touches from the 
studio of a master in this department | 
of “hight art” are life size, and are 
sketched by a few sweeps of the artist's 
arm. Like other pictures and sketches 
of the Orient, these sacred thumb-nail 
pictures are mounted and rolled up like 
scrolis.—St. Louis Republic.
